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Planners disagree on 
need for growth plan 


By Lynne Locke 

Upland planning commissioners 
disagree on the need for a growth 
management plan with one citing 
the deterioration of the quality of 
life while another commissioner 
credits past city officials with 
guiding the city’s development very 
well. 

The difference of opinion became 
evident at a special Planning 
Commission meeting to hear public 
reaction to the possibility of 
instituting a phased growth policy 
for Upland. 

Planning Commissioner John 
Zinda called Upland’s development 
situation ‘’critical’’ particularly 
because of the impact of population 
growth on sewage treatment and 
schools. 

All of the growth factors together 
“are destroying the quality of living 
in Upland,” he said in noting the 
need for growth controls. 

But Commissioner Frank 
Carpenter commented Upland 
officials have guided the city’s 
development through the years 
without formally calling their 
guidance a ‘‘growth management 
plan.” 

“The city has progressed along a 
good pattern. I don’t want to see us 
lose this,’’ he said and added the 
Santa Ana Regional Water Quality 
Control Board should be aiding 
rather than limiting the city in

Computer-coordinated light, 
music, and sculpture will highlight 
the Rex W. Wignall Museum- 
Gallery show ‘‘Illuminations and 
Electric Impressions’ through May 
8 at Chaffey College. 

Four major pieces of sculpture by 
San Franciscan Robert Zimmerman 
combine light, movement, sound 
and color — all coordinated through 
a computer to create total artistic 
pieces, according to gallery director 
James ‘‘Skip’’ Pahl. 

The show is particularly 
interesting because it combines art 
and technology, an emphasis which 
has been dropped since it was 
widely used during the mid-1960s, 
according to Pahl, who said he 
hopes the show will ‘‘refoster the 
interest and excitement artists 
experience in working with 
technology.” 

The show will demonstrate that 
light is ‘‘as valid a medium as the 
classical ones,’ he said and noted 
that through scientific advances — 
an artist can “handle light much as 
clay can be molded. 

Through the show people will see 
that the ‘“‘image-making capability 
science puts in the hands of the 
artist is not limited to watercolor, 
oil, bronze or plastic,’’ he 
commented. 

And artists can create effects not 
available through watercolor or oils 
since light reacts in the way science 
says color should. 

For instance, Pahl said, 
combining all the colors in oil 
painting provides a dark color 
rather than the white that is the 
theoretical product of all color. 

But in Zimmerman’s light 
sculpture, turning on all the iights at 
once turns the sculptural pieces a 
bright, pure white. 

The sculptures themselves are 
made of a translucent, white 
formica which has been curved and 
joined to make geometric shapes. 
Red, blue and yellow Christmas tree 
lights have been inserted into 
pockets in the sculpture so they 
shine through the white shapes. 

A minicomputer — about 2 feet by 
2 feet by 1 foot — relates music and 
lights by analyzing the tempo and 
pitch of the music and transforming 
it into light patterns. 

Some 9,000 light patterns are 
possible for each piece of sculpture 
with no visible repetition as long as 
different music is used, Pahl said

Growth controls 

Planning Director Bill Young 
listed five basic growth 
Management styles which the city 
can use to control growth: 

— Short-term quotas which limit 
the number of new residences but 
don’t limit where the units can be 
constructed in the city. 

— Comparison and evaluation of 
proposed subdivisions using a rating 
system based on number of units to 
be built and community 
development objectives. 

— Geographic quotas which state 
where and when growth 
development can occur. 

— Institution of fees which new 
developments rnust pay in order to 
provide the public improvement and 
services needed for the 
development. 

— Requiring that new 
developments meet a mixture of 
uses, prices, or densities within 
specific areas or over a period of 
time. 

Planning commissioners 
postponed determining which type 
of growth management to 
recommend until the commission 
has a chance to study the various 
styles. 

Commissioners noted that action 
by the water quality control board 
may determine the type of growth 
management Upland will use. 

A water quality control board 
meeting Friday is expected to 
produce yearly development quotas 
for the cities of Upland, Ontario, 
Montclair, and the county areas of 
Alta Loma and Cucamonga, which 
all are slated to use the over - 
burdened sewage treatment 
facilities at Regional Plant 1. 

Developers seemed resigned to 
the probability of a growth 
management plan but urged 
commissioners to adopt a plan only 
after adsequate study and 
discussion by all segments of

noting that the music will range 
from hard rock or space-age 
electronic music to classical music.

the light shows which accompany 
rock groups, he commented and 
noted the sculptures are ‘“‘serious 
pieces of abstract art which just 
happen to be always in change.” 

The appearance of the sculpture 
at any one time depends on the 
combination of primary - colored 
lights since an infinite variety of 
color is available by mixing the 
three primary colors. 

Pahl said the colors are ‘deeper 
or thinner’ depending on where they 
shine through the translucent curves 
of the sculpture.

Grower response 

Upland citrus farmers opposed 
any growth policy which would 
prohibit them from selling their 
groves for residential development. 

They cited the impossibility of 
making their groves pay and oppose 
a recent suggestion that residential 
development be limited in 
northwest Upland so that citrus 
groves can be maintained for at 
least three years. 

“It is economically impossible for 
growers to continue. This is the 
worst year I’ve ever seen in returns 
for the grower,’ commented Roy 
Person, who said the only 
alternative for groweres is to ‘‘sell 
our land and get out of the lemon 
business. We can’t afford to grow 
citrus anymore.” 

Bob Sherwood estimated growers 
lost $400 per year on each acre of 
groves. He said growers receive 
about $800 per acres on their lemons 
in comparison to $1,000 in costs and 
$200 in taxes for each acre. 

Growers agreed that lemons are 
being over - produced so the 
grower’s return is less while costs 
are continually rising. In addition, 
growers noted increasing taxes and 
the costs of vandalism in the groves 
is driving up the cost of producing 
lemons. 

Theo Davis told the commission 
Upland growers are competing with 
growers from areas where land and 
costs are cheaper 

Development controls were 
opposed by Dallas Ritchens, 
chairman of the West End RIGHTS 
(Responsible Individuals for Growth 
and Homeownership in a Thriving 
Society ). 

Everyone has ‘‘an inherent right’’ 
to own, inherit, sell, and develop 
property as well as to build and own 
a home, Ritchens said ‘and noted the 
community suffers when ‘‘govern- 
ment forces act to slow normal 
growth.” 

“To control growth is not to deny 
the right to live in Upland. People 
don't have to build new houses to 
live in Upland,’’ commented Harry 
Fitzgerald, the only homeowner to 
speak to favor of controlling growth.

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Supervisors extend ban 
on home tract proposals

A moratorium on the filing of new 
residential development plans in 
unincorporated areas was extended 
by the county board of supervisors 
Monday for another three months 
until West End governments and the 
building industry can complete a 
regional growth plan. 

The moratorium, which the 
supervisors first imposed Dec. 20, 
was scheduled to expire Wednesday. 
It applies primarily to the 
unincorporated communities of Alta 
Loma, Cucamonga and Etiwanda, 
the county’s fastest growing area, 
and the Chino Hills. 

However, the supervisors 
rejected a proposal under which the 
Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District would have had to 
guarantee sewer service to homes in 
each new subdivision before 
building permits could be issued for 
the homes. 

Developers insisted that such a 
requirement would in effect stop 
most construction, since the 
district’s Ontario sewage treatment 
plant, which serves most of the West 
End except the Chino area, is 
operating at capacity. 

For the first time, though, a 
developers’ representative 
conceded the necessity of a regional 
growth policy to slow down the West 
End’s rapid residential growth, at 
least until the Ontario plant and 
other public services can be 
expanded. 

“We see such a policy as an aid to 
local agencies during the transition 
period during which they expand 
their facilities to meet the demands 
of normal growth in the West End of 
San Bernardino County,” James 
Smirl, president of the Baldy View 
chapter of the Building Industry 
Association of California, said. 

Upland Supervisor Joseph 
Kamansky, whose district includes 
the tri-communities, said he felt the 
board’s decision was ‘‘a fair and 
equitable one.” 

Kamansky said a regional growth 
policy was necessary not only 
because of problems with sewage 
treatment capacity but alsc because 
of other public services as schools, 
law enforcement .and road 
construction, ‘‘and they aren’t going 
to go away.” 

The supervisors hoped Monday 
that the progress so far toward such 
a policy, plus the temporary 
diversion of household sewage into a 
line normally used _ for 
nonreclaimable industrial waste, 
will be enough to relieve the 
overloaded Ontario plant and 
forestall state intervention. 

On Friday, the state’s Santa Ana 
Regional Water Quality Control 
Board will decide whether the 
treated waste water from that plant 
violates — or threatens to violate — 
state environmental standards and 
warrants a cease - and - desist 
order. 

Such an order would ban new 
sewer connections and halt most 
construction in the area served by 
the Ontario plant. 

James W. Anderson, the state 
board's executive 6fficer, wouldn’t 
say publicly whether he thought the 
board would be convinced that 
progress was being made toward a 
regional growth policy, one that 
would restrict future sewage flows

“The great public service of the 
regional board has been the 
ventilation of a problem (sewage 
treatment) and the getting together 
ef many people,’”’ Ray W. Ferguson, 
general manager of the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District, said in 
reference to an advisory 
committee’s efforts to draft a 
regional growth policy. 

That committee of local 
government and building industry 
representatives was established by 
the supervisors March 14. It is 
scheduled to report its progress to 
the supervisors again by June 20. 

Pressed by Supervisor Dennis L. 
Hansberger as to how the district 
would handle the sewage capacity 
problem, Ferguson reaffirmed 
previous statements that only so 
much sewage could be diverted into 
the industrial waste line on a 
temporary basis — until growth is 
slowed down and the plant can be 
expanded. 

“There’s simply no way we will be 
allowed to just build, helter skelter, 
everything everybody wants in an 
unconstrained boom that has no 
limits,’’ Ferguson said. ‘‘This 
gentleman right here (Anderson) 
wouldn’t allow that to go on very 
long.” 

“T hear you say ... ‘We’re going to 
have to space out this growth 
situation in such a way that you can 
catch up with the need.’ And I’m 
satisfied with that,’ Hansberger 
Said. 

Ferguson didn’t disagree with 
estimates by Don Owen, a 
consultant to the Building Industry 
Association that the diversion of 
three million gallons of sewage 
would take care of the needs of 
15,000 homes. 

That is the estimated number of 
lots in tentative subdivisions which 
have already been approved. About 
5.000 building permits have been 


issued for construction of homes on 
the 15,000 lots; the other permits 
haven’t been issued. 

Another 13,000 or so homes could 
be built in tentative subdivisions yet 
to be approved by local 
governments in the area served by 
the Ontario plant, Owen said. and 
sewage from those homes could be 
diverted into the industrial waste 
line. 

But until local governments and 
the building industry can agree upon 
a regional growth policy, Owen said, 
“T would recommend you do not 
race to approve those (new 
subdivisions).”’ 

Two-thirds of the 10,000 lots 
already approved, but for which 
building permits haven’t been 
issued, are in the unincorporated tri- 
communities, and Owen said 
developers should be allowed to 
build homes on them without 
restrictions. 

In a veiled reference to Ontario, 
Owen said some cities want to 
restrain development of already- 
approved subdivisions in the tri- 
communities in favor of growth 
within the cities, ‘‘and it’s a 
perfectly understandable position.” 

But the building industry ‘‘views 
this very skeptically, and to deny 
construction of an already-approved 
tentative tract in favor of issuing a 
new tentative tract not on the books 
at this time ... well, I do think that 
would be illegal,” he said. 

Developers concentrated their 
efforts against a proposal by the 
county planning department that the 
Chino Basin Municipal Water 
District guarantee sewer service to 
homes in each new subdivision 
before building permits could be 
issued. 

That “is just another form of 
moratorium,’’ Richard Lewis, 
president of Lewis Homes of 
California, said. 

Lewis’ Upland-based firm is one 
of the area’s largest home builders. 


Omnitrans told 
to seek loans 


Omnitrans, the county’s bus 
operator, was told to go 
out and seek loans from the county 
and 10 member cities in an effort to 
relieve its financial crisis. 

The Omnitrans board learned it 
could not legally assess the 11 
member governments for a total of 
$1.7 million to help keep Omnitrans 
operating through June 30. 

Some of the member governments 
have indicated they will go ahead 
and loan Omnitrans the amounts 
they might have been assessed, 

If this occurs, the county would 
loan up to $557,000 and West End 
city governments would loan the 
following amounts: Upland, $76,000; 
Fontana, $68,000; Montclair, 
$64,000; Ontario, $48,000, and Chino, 
$47,000. 

However, the Fontana City 
Council decided last week against a 
loan to Omnitrans. 

The assessments which had been 
proposed were based on the mileage 
currently operated by Omnitrans 
through each city. 
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More than $2.5 million in federal 
subsidies under the 1974 Urban Mass 
Transit Assistance Act has not been 
paid to Omnitrans yet, thus causing 
Omnitrans’ financial crisis. 

The transportation funds of 
Omnitrans’ Aid member 
governments have been able to keep 
the buses operating up to now. Those 
funds are primarily raised by a state 
sales tax on gasoline. 

The Omnitrans board authorized 
the agency to borrow from the 
member governments — and if 
necessary, banks — to collect the 
$1.7 million it needs to stay in 
operation. 

Omnitrans’ technical committee 
had recommended a formula three 
weeks ago by which the county and 
the 10 city governments would be 
assessed specific amounts for the 
other $1.7 million. 

But San Bernardino Mayor W.R. 
Holcomb, Omnitrans’ board 
chairman, said the board didn’t 
have the authority to levy such 
assessments.

whiplash neck injuries. 

But in one sense, they 
ean be a blessing in dis- 
guise. 

You see. whiplash is by 
its very nature a problem 
for the modern doctor of 
Chiropractice. He best un- 
derstands the whiplash in- 
jury and is best equipped 
to cope with it. Conse- 
quently. we see many new 
faces who visit us because 
of our reputation in deal- 
ing with the whiplash. In 
our examination and care 
of these people we often 
discover that their whip- 
lash is but one of their 
problems.

Board oks water surcharge 


The Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District 
Board of Directors has 
imposed a water surcharge 
in order to promote water 
conservation and avoid 
mandatory rationing. Water 
users must reduce water 
consumption by 10 per cent 
to escape the new 100 per 
cent surcharge. 

The surcharge became 
effective April 1 and will 
double the rate for any 
domestic, municipal and 
industrial water in excess 
of 90 per cent of the amount 
received last year. 

‘“‘Supplemental water 
used for agricultural 
purposes will also be 
limited to 90 per cent of the 
amount delivered in 1976. 
Any additional agricultural 
water delivered by Chino 
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NEWMAN E. DRAPER, pres. 


Basin Municipal Water 
District will be subject to 
the same 100 per cent 
surcharge at the higher 
domestic, municipal and 
industrial rate,” according 
to Ray Ferguson, general 
manager of Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District. 

“Tt was imperative that 
we impose surcharges at 
this time,” Ferguson said, 
“because without at least a 
10 per cent reduction in 
water use, the Metropolitan 
Water District reservoirs 
that form the backbone of 
Southern California’s water 
supply system will be vir- 
tually dry by the end of the 
summer.” 

The surcharges will be 
administered on a month- 
by-month basis at least 
through Dec. 31 or until the 
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811 NORTH MOUNTAIN AVE. 
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board believes they are no 
longer needed. 

At the same time, the 
board also approved a 
rebate program to provide 
supplemental water users 
an economic incentive to 
conserve water in order to 
relieve the danger of 
dwindling storage in 
surface reservoirs and to 
mine the Chino 
Groundwater Basin. 

This program would 
rebate $20 for each acre- 
foot of water an agency can 
conserve above the 10 per 
cent conservation 
requirement. The rebate 
would apply only from April 
through September, peak 
water demand months on 
Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District’s system.

Basin Municipal Water 
District Board comes 
nearly six weeks after 
Metropolitan Water 
District had called on the 11 
million residents of its 
member agencies to reduce 
their water use by at least 
10 per cent. 

Although some Southern 
California agencies are 
reporting decreases in 
interior household use of 5- 
13 per cent based on sewage 
flows, the hot weather 
during most of February 
and March indicate other 
water demands have risen 
dramatically. 

‘‘Metropolitan Water 
District of Southern 
California informs us that 
we are not attaining our 
goal of reducing our water 
comsumption by at least 10 
per cent through 
conservation and it seemed 
imperative that we take 
additional action now to 
save water for the critical 
summer months and to 
provide Southern California 
a cushion of surface water 
storage to carry us over to 
1978 if the drought should 
continue,’’ Ferguson said. 

Hot weather during the 
past two months has put 
demands on supplemental 
water, and use has 
increased over 1976 by 
nearly 30 per cent in 
February and could be as 
high as 40 per cent in 
March. In the past, for 
every degree of 
temperature above the 


monthly ; norm, an 
additional 4,000 acre-feet of 
water has been used. 


After the state cut off 
delivery of Northern 
California water to 
Metropolitan Water 
District and its member 
agencies on Feb. 28, 
Metropolitan Water 
District initiated the use of 
all 45 pumps on the 
Colorado River Aqueduct to 
bring water into Southern 
California through the 
aqueduct’s terminal 
reservoir, Lake Mathews in 
Riverside County. 


Metropolitan Water 
District expected that the 
level of Lake Mathews 
would rise about 1,000 acre- 
feet a day. However, 
because of the increased 
demands for water, the 
level of Lake Mathews has 
remained relatively stable 
and is still more than 
100,000 acre-feet below 
capacity. 


“It is our hope that these 
surcharges, the rebate, 
increased mining of 
underground water basins, 
and the public’s 
commitment to 
conservation will relieve 
the demand on 
supplemental water and 
avoid jeopardizing 
emergency storage 
reserves,’’ Ferguson said. 


“If these steps are not 
successful in a reasonable 
period of time, some form 
of mandatory rationing in 
Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District and 
throughout Southern 
California would be 
necessary.”

Alan Post chirps loud and clear 


Tackles state budget for last time 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 
Excerpts of the following

The California 
Legislature is now sifting 
through the hundreds of 
issues raised in legislative 
analyst Alan Post’s 28th 
(and presumably last) 
edition of the ever- 
expanding ‘‘Analysis of the 
Budget Bill.’’ (Post has said 
he intends to retire in 
September, after 32 years 
before the books of the state 
of California. ) 

His last analysis, a 1,202- 
page policy and fiscal 
review of $14 billion in 
proposed state spending for 
1977-78, is jacketed in bright 
yellow and — ta the 
discomfort of many a 
department head — sings 
like a canary. 

A few of the tunes: 
THE NATIONAL 
GUARD’S MANY GODS. 

The California Military 
Department is requesting 
$40,729 to hire a chaplain. 
The department contends 
that the 38 field chaplains 
currently serving on a 
volunteer basis ‘‘have not 
been receiving direction 
from one source, but acting 
in a decentralized, 
independent manner which 
is not consistent with good 
management principles.”’ 

The analyst rejects the 
department’s claim. that 


guardsmen require 
“continuous, moral - 
spiritual training which 


must be supervised by a 
qualified and trained 
chaplain (because they) 
may face immediate 
personal danger at any 
given moment or upon 
activation,’’ noting that 
most guardsmen are 
engaged solely in training 
activities. He recommends 
that the legislature delete 
the position. 
THE ABCs of PRICE- 
FIXING 

As he has in prior years, 

the analyst recommends 


that funds for the 
enforcement of the 
minimum price 


maintenance and price- 
posting provisions of the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Act be eliminated, for 
savings of $193,000. 

He contends that the 
provisions ‘‘...serve 
primarily to protect the 
liquor industry from the 
effects of a ‘free market,’ 
thus denying the public the 
price advantages found in 
free and open competition 
and imposing a substantial 
public cost.’’ He estimates 
that the value of the subsidy 
provided to the industry by 
the state will amount to $133 
million next fiscal year, of 
120 per cent of the state’s 
excise tax revenues from 
distilled spirits.

The Lieutenant 
Governor’s Office is 
requesting $50,237 to 
reimburse the California 
Highway Patrol for an 
officer assigned to drive 
and protect the lieutenant 
governor during the new 
fiscal year. The request is 
based, the analyst notes, on 
a two-month billing 
experience that included 161 
hours of overtime plus 
$1,600 in expenses. A more 
reasonable amount for the 
coming year, he suggests, 
would be something over 
$3,600 per month, for total 
expenditures of $38,836. 

— ERC & DC SPELLS 
“BRING ME MEN TO 
MATCH MY 
MISMANAGEMENT.”’ 

Supported largely by a 
tax surcharge on 
electricity, the Energy 
Resources Conservation 
and Development 
Commission (ERC&DC) 
has grown in little more 
than two years from an idea 
into an admittedly messy 
bureaucracy employing 373 
persons and spending $14.5 
million per year. 

For 1977-78 the 
commission is requesting 
$4.4 million in new money to 
hire another 200 persons. 


While acknowleding the 
‘pioneering’ tasks ahead of 
the commission, the analyst 
recommends against the 
staff additions, observing: 
“Since its inception the 
commission has sought 
more staff and funds than it 
could effectively manage, 
and 1977-78 is no exception 

‘““The commission 
appears to have reached a 
point where it should pause 
in its growth and devote 
more energy to 
improvements in program, 
performance, and 
Management.” 

AFL-CIO’S SECRE- 
TARY OF STATE-PAID 
MAILINGS. 

Prior to the 1976 General 
Election, the Secretary of 
State’s Office spent $72,800 
to mail 952,000 voter 
registration cards to 18 
year-olds and persons 
whose names and addresses 
were on mailing labels 
provided by the AFL-CIO or 
its Committee on Political 
Education (COPE). 

Notes the analyst: 
‘‘Although the law 
establishing voter 
registration by mail does 
not specifically authorize 
the secretary of state to 
make direct mailings of 
woter registration cards ... 
a letter from the Attorney 
General’s Office tends to 
support this one mailing 
only...” 

Advising that the letter 
does not appear to authorize 
further mailings, he 
recommends that if funding 
is provided for future 
Mailings the secretary of 
state should inform the 
legislature of the method 
which will be used to select 


recipients of the mailings. 


— FIREFLAK. 

The office of the state fire 
marshal is requesting $38,- 
629 for the establishment of 
a public fire information 
and education officer. 
Noting that the office 
already publishes a quarter- 
ly Magazine, in addition to 
other information and 
literature distributed to the 
public; and in recognition of 
the many public informa- 
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tion efforts of local, state 
and federal units related to 
fire services; the analyst 
recommends that the 
proposed position be 
deleted. 

— BUREAU-ART. 

The governor is 
requesting $3,981,956 for the 
support of the new 
California Arts Council, an 
increase of 186 per cent 
over the council’s first, full 
year of funding in 1976-77. 

The increase is, 
apparently, part of a 
renewed state commitment 
to the arts, as expressed by 
Governor Brown in his 
budget message: ‘‘State 
funds for creative and 
artistic endeavor have been 
increased 300 per cent. A 
society is more than bricks 
and mortar and must 
commit itself to the human 
spirit.” 

Among the short and long- 
range commitments laid 
out by the councl under its 
new chairperson, Peter 
Coyote (formerly Cohon) of 
San Francisco, are pledges 
to ‘nurture and support the 
many sprouts of creativity 
struggling throughout the 
state encourage 
expression that draws from 
and clarifies the actual 
places we live, to the end of 
a better life for both people 
and Redwoods ... and to 
ultimately have a society so 
deeply dyed with art, craft, 
and style as to render an 
arts council unnecessary.” 

The analyst would render 
a number of proposed new 
positions at the council 
unnecessary, beginning 
with four of the six council 
positions which are exempt 


from civil service 
requirements. 
Next the analyst 


recommends that three six- 
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month consultants’ liaison 
positions, at $15,300 each, 
be eliminated; that a 
$17,896 per year bilingual 
arts program developer, 
responsible for translater 
into Spanish all materials 
released to the public by the 
council, not be hired; and 
that a proposal to create a 
position of council 
ombudsman be dropped, for 
savings of $15,000. 

Further, the analyst 
recommends that six other 
roposed positions with total 
costs of $122,955 not be 
acted on until additional 
information is received 
from the council. 


—DIVISION GOES, 
DIVISION CHIEF STAYS. 

The Commission on 
Peace Officer Standards 
and Training (POST), 
which is responsible for 
raising the level of 
professional competence of 
local peace officers by, 
among other things, 
providing management 
counseling service, 
reorganized itself late last 
year into four rather than 
its former five divisions. 

Scrapped was the 
commission’s_ technical 
services division, according 
to the analyst. Not 
scrapped, however, was the 
division’s position of 
division chief. It was simply 
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transferred — along with a 
stenographer’s position — 
over to the commission’s 
administrative division, 
where two chiefs are now 
paid to do what one used to 
do (and presumably still 
does). 

Questioning the 
arrangement, the analyst 
concludes “It is not clear 
what functions are being 
performed by the second 
(division chief) ...”’ 

He recommends deleting 
both the chief’s and the 
stenographer’s positions, 
for saings of $50,000. 


— ONE IN FOUR 
OVERPAID. 
While recommending 


augmentations to provide 
prevailing rates of pay to 
state employes, the analyst 
also asks. for control 
language to prohibit pay 


increases which would 
cause state salaries to 
exceed prevailing rates in 
nonstate employment. 

He points out that as of 
July 1, 1976, 31,935 or 27 per 
cent of the state civil 
service workforce were 
earning more than those in 
comparable jobs in nonstate 
employment. Due largely to 
the governor’s flat pay 
increase program of 1976, in 
which everyone received 
about $70 per month, some 
civil service salaries 
exceeded prevailing rates 
by as much as 18 per cent in 
July, 1976, while others — 
mostly upper level 
lagged behind prevailing 
rates by as much as 13 per 
cent. 

Contends the analyst: 
“Underpaying persons in 
certain classes makes it 
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progressively difficult for 
the state to attract and hold 
qualified career employes 

“Overpaying certain 
classes of individuals 
constitutes unfair 
competition to nonstate 
employers, especially those 
in small business and rural 
communities.” 

He places the current 
year costs of overpaying 
state employes at $14 
million. Among those job 
categories receiving more 
than prevailing rates were 
cooks, biologists, clerks, 
chemists, janitors, and key 
punch operators. 

Last year, language to 
prohibit overpayments was 
inserted into the budget but 
was superseded by follow- 
up legislation providing for 
increased state employe 
benefits.

Wednesday started the 
entertaining week with 
Frankie Valli joining this 
Four Seasons for the start 
of their last tour together.

Television 

Thursday evening saw 
Television, Dolly Parton 
and Procol Harum in 
concert. 

At the Whisky was

Television. Led by lead 
singer Tom Varlaine, 
Television made their L.A. 
debut by singing songs off 
their first album ‘‘Marquee 
Moon.” 

Not as strong in the punk 
rock sense as one might 
think of similar New York 
groups such as Blondie, 
Pattie Smith and the 
Romones, Television has a 
sound that is almost 
reminiscent of four people 
banging their heads ‘and 
instruments against the 
wall.

Although Television may 
play a more sophisticated 
style of punk they displayed 
nothing but noise, noise, 
noise and more noise. 

The confines of the 
Whisky make it almost 
impossibie for any group to 
piay soft without maing it 
sound like an earthquake; 
however Television gave 
me the conclusion that their 
only chance was a station 
break, and that they never 
got. 

Dolly Parton 

Opening one block away 
at the Roxy was country- 
western turning country- 
pop singer Dolly Parton. 

Parton at first may strike 
you as the stereotyped 
blond, no brains just looks. 
Nothing could be further 
from the truth. 

Dressed in a beautiful 
soft yellow gown Parton 
belted out songs in ye old 


any single performer who 
appealed more to his or her 
audience than Dolly Parton 
did Thursday. 

More so than her voice 
Parton has a tingling 
innocence that puts her 
audience in the mood she 
wants, friendly. She jokes 
like a little girl, “If ever I 
got into a fight I may lose 
but I’d sure enough take my 
wig off and beat them with 
it.”’ Yes her soprano is that 
of a mature woman. 

She literally had her 
audience reaching out for 
her when she’ sang such 
meaningful songs as ‘‘Coat 
Of Many Colors,”’ which she 
dedicated to all the good 
mommies and daddies, and 
“My Tennessee Mountain 
Home,” a song about her 
growing up in the foothills 
of Tennessee’s Smoky 
Mountinas. 

Parton performed ‘Light 
Of A Clear Blue Morning,” 
a new single from her new 
album ‘‘New Harvest 
First Gathering.” 

The song deals with 
freedom and love. It opens 
with simple piano and 
vocals then swings into 
country and finally ye-ha 
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is not to be believed but do 
believe it. The words in her 
songs are all very 
meaningful and so crystal 
clear they are almost softly 


spoken. 
Dolly is country, this 
country — freedom and 
beauty. 


Further down the road in 
Santa Monica Procol 
Harum was on stage. 
However I can’t report on 
this one. Time did not 
permit me to be in three 
places at once. 

I do know that Procol 
played from their new 
album ‘‘Somethng Magic.” 

It would be difficult to say 
just what group put on the 


best performance last 
week. The Four Seasons 
with their interlocking 


harmonies were good. Dolly 
Parton with her innocent- 
Sweet country soprano 
could have been the best. 
But what aobut Iggy Pop? 
Iggy Pop 

Iggy Pop made his way 
into the Santa Monic Civic 
last Friday night 
accompanied by producer 
and admirer David Bowie. 

Bowie, considered one of 
the best English performers 


board) as Iggy Pop took 
command of this sold-out 
audience. Called ‘‘David 
Bowie’s Iggy Pop’’ because 
Bowie has produced Iggy’s 
last two albums and helped 
cowrite Iggy’s new ‘‘Idiot,”’ 
LP. 

Iggy stuck to pretty much 
the same style of playing 
scremaing and yelling. And 
of course his audience 
screamed and yelled back.

generation, I’m afraid. 

Most monies that go into 
Cardiovascular research 
labs in the nation come 
from the National Heart, 
Lung and Blood Institute. 
Their overall budget, 
however, has not kept up 
with the high rate of infla- 
tion in the research world 
and they have added 
another phase of research, 
that of blood, which results 
in an even thinner 
spreading of funds. 

The institute also seems 
to have a tendency to con- 
centrate on answering 
specific questions through 
research, which is fine, but 
they are hesitant about ex- 
ploring new ideas. 

These factors, plus trying 
to break through the 
hierarchy of that powerful 
institution, make it tremen- 
dously difficult for the new- 
comer to get started. 

The American Heart 
Association, Greater Los 
Angeles Affiliate, has long 
recognized this dilemma 
and has been directly 
responsible toward helping 
Many young researchers 
not only to get started on 
their careers but supporting 
them during the early 
Stages of their research. 

The Heart Association ac- 
complishes this by channel- 
ing a portion of their funds 
to support two research 
labs of medical schools in 
Los Angeles — one at 
University of Southern 
California and one at 
University of California at 
Los Angeles. At these labs, 
Senior scientists can con- 
tinue their work while 
younger ones are given 
access to a unique set of 
facilities, enabling them to 
eventually qualify for 
larger grants in the future.

Association. This fellowship 
also provides direct living 
expenses. The association’s 
research committee gives 
each applicant a thorough 
critique of his or her re- 
quest, whether or not it is 
granted. Fellows must be 
Sponsored by senior 
researchers who will 
oversee and direct their 
work. The Heart Associa- 
tion awarded four 
fellowships this fiscal year, 
toalling more than $59,000. 

Another form of 
assistance to the young 
researcher is called grants - 
in - aid. The Heart Associa- 
tion awards these to non- 
profit institutions to support 
investigators who are on the 
institution’s regular staff. 
These special kinds of 
grants may be used to hire 
technical personnel to 
assist the researcher, 
purchase lab supplies and, 





in some instances, perma- 
nent equipment in connec- 
tion with a project. There 
were 20 grants - in - aid 
awarded researchers this 
fiscal year by the Heart 
Association, totalling 
nearly $320,000 

However, research 
monies are continuing to 
become scarce This will 
soon be experienced in the 
new federally - mandated 
program called the Health 
Systems Agency. This 
program could restrict 
research grants here in our 
area, and also could limit 
the number of available 
beds tn local teaching 
hospitals that might be 
utilized in research pro 
jects.
